“Because thy lovingkindness is better 
than life, my lips shall praise thee.” 
Psa. 63:3. 


The psalmist is here giving expression 
to the love of God and he declares that 
His kindness is better than life and for 
this reason his lips shall praise the Lord. 


We are nearing our national Thanks- 
giving Day. Of course, this Thanksgiv- 
ing Day originated way back with our 
forefathers when they first came to this 
country to find a home where they could 
be free to worship God and raise their 
families to reverence Him. In England, 
Scotland, and other places there were re- 
ligious restrictions. Church and state 
were united and the government ap- 
pointed the ministers. The people were 
allowed to worship God only if they wor- 
shipped according to the advice given by 
the ministers. There was a crowd of 
folks called the Puritans who had 
certain religious convictions and they 
taught contrary to the advice given by 
the state authorities. They felt that they 
were hindered in their worship and they 
prayed and longed for freedom. It was 
for this cause that they finally left the 
shores of the East and started to a land 


- where they could worship God according 


to the dictates of their conscience. 

It was with much difficulty that they 
landed in America in a sail boat, there in 
the cold and snow and ice without any 
shelter only the rock cliffs where they 
landed. In a‘l probability their supply of 
food became almost exhausted. They were 
left to clear their own gardens and plant 
such seeds as they could get. During a 
year’s hard struggle many of them died, 
but they became more adapted to the 
climate and conditions. After hewing out 
logs ard making themselves huts they 
became acquainted with the red man whe 
was more skillful in the pioneer life and 
helped them kill wild animals and put 
away food. Time passed swiftly by and 
some of them made a trip back to thei: 
native home in the sail boat and returned 
with food and clothes and some encour- 
agement from the queen. They gathered 
their beans, potatoes and whatever they 
had raised and stored them away in their 
log houses. The chilly fall came on. Their 
hearts were made to rejoice because they 
had been at peace that year with the red 
man and their lives had been spared, so 
they decided to have a Thanksgiving 
Day. They had a feast of pumpkins, po- 
tatoes, and good things that they had 
been able to raise. They also had some 
pickled meats that the ship had brought 
back and when the red man tried to eai 


it he could not so their big chief got his 
men and went out into the harvest and 
brought back an abundant supply of 
turkey, bear, deer, and fish and my, what 
a time they had. At this Thanksgiving 
Day they were to pray and give God 
thanks and I imagine they felt like the 
psalmist in Psa. 63:3, “Because thy lov- 
ingkindness is better than life, my lips 
shall praise thee.” How true this is and 
God’s lovingkindness is better to us than 
life. 

Many dangers and disasters befell these 
veople but they finally reached the place 
where they had better homes and settle- 
ments of people came over from Spain, 
England, Ireland, and possibly other 
countries. Better government increased, 
more system and rule came into their 
camps and homes, but there was one 
thing they did not forget in their pros- 
perity and that was to thank God ev- 
ery year for what He had done for them. 
It is said that in 1621 the governor is- 
sued a proclamation for a day of giving 
thanks to God for His blessings. This 
was a day when their domestic animals 
and whatever they used to cultivate and 
haul their provisions were put into the 
stalls and they killed the best turkeys 
and cooked the best things that they had 
and gave God thanks as they partook of 
these good things that God had given 
them, and from that time on there has 
been a national Thanksgiving Day. The 
presidents and governors in the different 
settlements and states have always is- 
sued a proclamation for a real Thanks- 
giving Day until to-day we come to the 
fourth Thursday in November, 1936, and 
if there ever was a land in all the world 
that ought to bow and give Him thanks, 
it is America. Think of the entire East. 
For many years they have been in trou- 
ble, fighting one against another. What 
a pitiful condition. Oh, that men would 
praise the Lord for His many benefits to 
them. It seems to me that in place of 
biting and devouring and slaying one an- 
other those people should be praising and 
blessing God and giving thanks for the 
geod things He has given them. Instead 
many nations in the last twenty years 
have used their money for war and 
munitions and are set about to destroy 
their reighbors.

THE SBCRET REVEALED

And he said, “As 
my Father hath sent me, even so send 
I you,” John 20:21. Again He com- 
mands, “Go ye into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature,” 
Mark 16:15. 


A man who is about to begin a jour- 
ney must first decide upon his destina- 
tion. As a matter of fact, leaders in ed- 
ucation have too long been content sim- 
ply to go somewhere—with only a vague 
idea as to the end of the journey, and a 
cheerful but indistinct hope that the gen- 
eral direction is forward.

PRAYING FOR OTHERS 

"Go, gather together all the Jews that 
are present in Shushan, and fast ye for 
me, and neither eat nor drink three days, 
night or day: I also and my maidens will 
fast likewise; and so will I go in unto 
the king, which is not according to the 
law: and if I perish, 1 perish.”—Esther 
4:16. 

I believe that if there is any one thing 
more than another needed to-day in the 
ranks of God’s people it is Spirit-sent, in- 
tercessory prayer. So many times we see 
those who profess the name of Christ 
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praying but, merely as a matter of form. 
Do they really expect to see results? Do 
they expect to see God move? It does not 
seem so, and, of course, nothing happens. 
Possibly the majority of those who pray 
are like the old woman who prayed that 
God would move the mountain from be- 
fore her door that it might not obstruct 
her view. Upon arising the following 
mornirg she saw it still there and said, 
“Just as I expected.” With an attitude 
like that, can we be surprised if their 
prayers were not answered? Why? Because 
men and women have !ost or are losing 
the gift of intercessory prayer. 


When Queen Esther heard of the 
trouble that was to befall her people, she 
did not think of herself, she thought of 
others. It was a forbidden act for any- 
one to come into the presence of the 
king without his express permission. Nev- 
erthe.ess, this dauntless maiden, think- 
ing only of the welfare of her people, 
said, “I will go in unto the king and if 
I perish, I perish.” God give us more 
Esthers! To-day we need not fear enter- 
ing into the presence of our King the 
most High God. “Let us therefore come 
boldly unto the throne of grace, that we 
may obtain mercy and find grace to help 
in time of need.” Heb. 4:16. How many 
ot us take advantage of that blessed in- 
vitation? 

However, before going into the king’s 
presence, this brave queen realized that 
something was lacking in her life, so she 
said, “Go, gather together all the Jews 
that are present in Shushan, and fast ye 
for me, and reither eat nor drink three 
days, night or day.”

Again I 
say, “God give us more Esthers!” Let us 
set the example that we may say _ with 
the Apostle Paul, “Follow me as I follow 
Christ.” God help us to pray, vea, to 
tast, to mourn and weep in sackcloth and 
ashes if need be that God might pour out 
upon His people to-day, the power that 
fell at Pentecost, that souls wandering in 
sin might find refuge at the cross. 

“More things are wrought by prayer 
than this world dreams of,” wrote one of 
our poets. Another said that Satan trem- 
bles when he sees the weakest saint upon 
his knees. Why? Because he knows that 
God answers prayer. The Word says, “Ye 
receive not, because ye ask not.” Let us 
ask boldly, confidently, in faith believ- 
ing and the answer will come. 

What happened when the queen came 
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before the king? We all know the story. 
She found favor in his sight. What a 
blessed thing to find favor in the sight 
of our King. Her request was granted, 
yea even to the half of the kingdom, and 
her people were allowed to go free.
